In The Claims: 

Please amend claim 1, 2, 7, 12, and 16 as follows: 



(Amended) A method for ameliorating redness or inflammation of mammalian skin by 
opically applying a composition comprising: 

(a) an effective amount of a rectness or inflammation reducing agent selected from the 
group consisting of an^alkanolamine; tyrosine; or a mixture thereof; and 

(b) a cosmetically acceptable carrier;
